Dear Council Member, 


During a fire last December it came to the attention of the Fire Department that some of 
the bunker gear being worn by fire fighters may not be performing properly. A simple 
water test was performed on the gear some of which failed. The manufacturer was 
contacted about the problem. As a result of the contact about 22 sets of gear was sent 
to the manufacturer for testing and evaluation. All of the gear sent to the manufacturer 
failed the Personal Protective Equipment test performed by the manufacturer. Many of 
the pieces of gear were disassembled and inspected. The manufacturer reported that 
mast of the gear was worn out and not maintained properly. 


During this time period, the Union discovered OSHA regulation 29 CFR 1910.132-.138. 
This regulation, summarized, states that the employer is responsible to pay for shoes 
and outer wear subject to contamination by carcinogens or other toxic or hazardous 
substances which cannot be safely worn off-site. OSHA is on record as identifying fire 
fighting bunker gear as equipment meeting this requirement. 


The department with the manufacturer’s assistance performed a department wide 
inspection of bunker gear and found just about all gear to be defective and in need of 
repair. Many of the repair estimates are in excess of 50% of the cost to replace the 
gear. The department is preparing to replace all current bunker coats and pants. 
Coats and pants that can be repaired at a cost around $100 will be repaired and placed 
into a commissary for when assigned gear is damaged. In addition, the department 
will be required to purchase and maintain in the commissary helmets, boots, gloves, 
suspenders, PASS devices, and hoods. 


Morning Pride has been the manufacturer and provider of the bunker gear to the 
department since 1986. They are the sole manufacturer of the tails type bunker gear 
worn by Fort Wayne Fire Fighters. The purchase of coats and pants for this occasion 
is direct with the manufacturer to obtain a lower cost per unit.

State Of Indiana Second Amendment 
City Of Fort Wayne to IRM Agreement 


SECOND AMENDMENT TO IRM AGREEMENT entered into this ; 
1996 by and between SCT Software & Resource Management Corporation (hereinafter 
"SCT"), a Delaware corporation, with offices at 4 Country View Road, Malvern, 
Pennsylvania, 19355 and the CITY OF FORT WAYNE (hereinafter "Client"), with offices at 
One Main Street, Fort Wayne, Indiana 46802. 


WITNESSETH 


WHEREAS, SCT and Client entered into an Information Resource Management Agreement 
(hereinafter the "IRM Agreement") on June 10, 1993, and 


WHEREAS, the parties desire to amend their aforesaid IRM agreement again to add certain 
professional services of one ( Full Time Equivalent FTE) of a Systems Programmer position 
to perform the Systems Administration of the American Management Systems (AMS)/ Local 
Government Financial Systems (LGFS) Software pursuant to the terms and conditions 
described below. 


NOW, THEREFORE, in consideration of the promises and covenants hereinafter contained, 
SCT and Client agree as follows: 


Section One: Incorporation by Reference 


This SECOND AMENDMENT to IRM Agreement is incorporated by reference into the 
Parties' IRM Agreement dated June 10, 1993. Soley with respect to the subject matter of this 
Second Amendment, in the event that there is a conflict between the terms and conditions set 
forth in this SECOND AMENDMENT and those in the IRM agreement, this SECOND 
AMENDMENT shall take precedence. 


Section Two: Scope of Services 


Beginning July 1, 1996 and continuing through December 31, 2003, SCT will provide 
the client with the services of one (1.0 FTE) SCT Systems Programmer. This SCT 
employee will be dedicated to the system administration of the financial system (AMS / 
LGFS) IBM RISC 6000 hardware / AIX system software, assisting the client in 
software / hardware installation, maintaining system utilities, system macros, control 
modules, support for additional layered products, system security, network 
administration, performance monitoring, capacity planning and coordination of 
problem determination and resolution. 


Such services will be in addition to, and not in lieu of, any similar services that SCT 
may be providing to Client under the IRM Agreement or under any other contracts 
between the parties or their respective affiliates. 


Section Three: Compensation 


Client shall pay SCT a total fee of $410,625 for the Systems Programmer services relating to 
the Client's AMS / LGFS financial system as described in Section Two above, which has been 
incorporated into the revised payment schedule included as Exhibit B. 


Section Four: Integration Provision 


This SECOND AMENDMENT to IRM Agreement shall be governed by the laws of the State 
of Indiana. The aforesaid IRM Agreement ( together with the SECOND AMENDMENT as 
incorporated by reference) constitutes the entire understanding of the parties as regards to the 
subject matter hereof and supersedes any and all prior and/or contemporaneous oral and/or 
written communication between the parties regarding the subject matter hereof.
